Ford to explain pardon before committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President Ford decided to break a century«»ld 
tradition and personally explain his reasons for pardoning former President 
Richard M Nixon to a House subcommittee because he “ has nothing to hide 
and wants to tell the truth,' a spokesman said today 
Ford s announcement Monday of his willingness to testify was greeted with 
both pleasure and apprehension on Capitol Hill, where no committee has ever 
directly questioned a president in more than 100 years 


“ I don t think it s any great mystery," Press Secretary Ron Nessen said in 
answer to questions about the President’s offer “ He’s a great believer in the 
direct approach He feels he is the one who has the best information 
surrounding his pardon power 
“ He feels he has nothing to hide and wants to tell the truth ” 


But Nessen warned reporters and congressmen not to “ draw any 
conclusions' that Ford will always be ready to testify before Congress, where 
he served for 25 years He added the President would place limitations on 
some of the questions he might answer 
Ford volunteered his testimony in a three sentence letter to Rep William L, 
Hungate, D-Mo., whose Judiciary subcommittee has been investigating the 
circumstances behind Ford’s decision to pardon Nixon of any crimes he may 


have committed before leaving office Aug 9 
The President's testimony was expected to be taken next week and Nessen 
indicated it would be an open session He said Ford would not object if the 
subcommittee decided to allow the hearing to be televised 
Nessen said Ford plans "to answer all the questions and points of 
information in those resolutions,” which seek more information about the 
pardon But he indicated Ford might draw the line at other questions touching 
on the financial arrangements for the transition of power from the Nixon 
administration 
Both Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield and his GOP counterpart, 
Hugh Scott, applauded Ford’s decision to testify before Hungate's committee 
But Mansfield cautioned it should be done only “ on rare occasions" and added 
“ I hope it wouldn't become a habit " 
Rep George Danielson, D-Calif, testifying before Hungate’s subcommittee 
on a related issue, said he viewed Ford's offer with “ a small degree of 
apprehension ” 
Describing Ford as one of the most charming, frank, open and congenial 
personalities who ever served in the House, Danielson said, “ Beware of the 
President who comes with a broad smile I would hope the committee would 
not succumb to his charms." 


Most recent presidents have asserted "executive privilege" to avoid giving 
information to Congress - much less appear in person 
Nixon fought for that principle all through the Watergate scandal, saying he 
had to preserve the powers of the presidency. 
The committee has before it two "resolutions of inquiry” asking Ford 
questions about the Nixon pardon granted three weeks ago. It generally was 
assumed these would be written answers. 
Hungate and some of his colleagues were angered last week when the 
President replied that he and his counsel, Philip Buchen, already had 
answered all the questions in public statements. 
Hungate then renewed his demand for information and asked that Buchen or 
someone equally knowledgeable about Ford’s reasons for the pardon be sent to 
Capitol Hill to testify today 
Instead of an aide, the committee got Ford’s letter 
"I am impressed by President Ford’s desire to set the record straight 
personally," said Hungate. "It is consistent with the frankness ano openness 
he displayed as a congressman 
” 1 trust his apearance will make a positive step toward putting the final 
chapter of the Watergate affair on the public record, so we may at last close 
this book ” 


Five on trial 


for Watergate 


cover-up 


WASHINGTON (U P !) — Five associates of Richard M Nixon went on trial in the 
Watergate cover-up scandal today with the knowledge that the star witness —the 
former president himself —might never appear. 
U.S. District Judge John J Sirica began questioning some 200 prospective jurors 
at 9 30 a m EDT in the huge, ceremonial cdurt room on the sixth floor of the same 
federal courthouse were he tried the original Watergate burglars nearly two years 
ago —before the scandal washed through the highest levels of government and 
brought Nixon's resignation 
Guerrillas

John D. Ehrlichman, Nixon’s former 
No. 2 aide, was spat upon and jeered by 
youths as he entered the courthouse. But 
he and the other four defendants, who 
have all pleaded innocent, sat smiling 
and relaxed when they reached the 
courtroom 
Ehrlichman reportedly had changed 
his defense to contend that Nixon 
planned the cover-up and his agents 
should not be punished for carrying out 
presidential orders 
Nixon was subpoenaed by both the 
prosecution and defense but his doctors 
in California said it was doubtful he 
could appear at the trial Nixon’s health 
was a key issue in what form the trial 
would take and how long it would last. 
Despite Ehrlichman’s encounter, the 
trial 
drew 
fewer 
spectators 
than 
previous 
Watergate-related 
court 
proceedings. 
The 
demonstrators 
outside, about a dozen in all, identified 
themselves as Yippies and chanted 
slogans at each of the defendants 
The first of some 1,000 prospective 
jurors were asked questions by Sirica 
which eventually would weed them down 
to a panel of 12 to decide the fate of the 
two former White House aides, an ex- 
attorney general, one of his assistants 
and an attorney who worked for Nixon’s 
re-election campaign

The archbishop told newsmen of the 
renewed guerrilla demands after he had 
carried food, water and cigarettes into 
the consulate this morning. 
The government, which has offered 
only safe passage from the Dominican 
Republic for the consulate raiders, has 
yet to make a decision on the latest 
demands, the sources said. 
Earlier, a Latin American diplomat 
said the government had rejected the 
commandos’ demands for a $1 million 
ransom and release of 37 political 
prisoners.

eliminating early retirement bonuses 
for lameduck lawmakers and slashing 
almost in half the $30,000-plus pension of 
Gov. Ronald Reagan picked up steam 
today in the legislature. 
At the same time, a key Assembly 
committee approved a measure aimed 
at assuring annual cost-of-living salary 
increases for legislators and elected 
state officers. 
In a flurry of action at the Capitol 
Monday, here is what was done: 
—The Senate Rules and Finance 
committees approved a simple repeal of 
the early retirement allowances. The 
votes were 4-0 and 11-0, respectively, 
sending the bill (SB1) by freshman 
Democrat Omer L. Rains of Ventura to 
the full house. 
—The Assembly Public Employes and 
Retirement 
Committee 
likewise 
approved 
repeal, 
but 
Democrats 
inserted in the same bill huge cuts in the 
pensions 
of 
Reagan 
and 
other 


Ford orders 
pay increases 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Yielding to 
congressional pressure, President Ford 
today ordered an immediate 5.52 per 
cent pay raise for 3.5 million federal 
government 
workers 
and 
military 
personnel. 
Ford’s 
action 
came 
only 
after 
Congress refused to go along with his 
proposal to delay the increase three 
months until Jan. 1. 
The pay hike had been recommended 
by the Office of Management and 
Budget 
and 
the 
Civil 
Service 
Commission to bring federal salaries 
into line with those for workers in the 
private sector. 
Ford, in a statement issued by the 
White House, said the boost would go 
into effect as of the start of the next pay 
period But the raise will be retroactive 
to today. 
Ford had sought to postpone the 
increase on grounds that it would run 
counter to his administration’s efforts to 
keep the lid on federal spending as part 
of a campaign against inflation. But the 
Senate voted last month to proceed with 
the increase on schedule. 


constitutional officers. The bill (AB7) by 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, D-San Diego, 
was sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee by a 9-0 margin. 
—The committee also endorsed a 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
do away with the political bombshell of 
lawmakers setting their own salaries by 
turning over the task to an independent 
commission. The measure (ACAl) was 
sent to the Constitutional Amendments 
Committee on a 9-0 vote. Assemblyman 
Edwin L. Z’berg, D-Sacramento, was 
the author. 
—A third measure (AB9) relating to 
retirement 
was 
approved 
by 
the 
committee. It would prevent pensions to 
officials convicted of a felony in the 
future, but would not apply in the case of 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. On a 7-2 vote, it 
went to Ways and Means Committee. 
The author was Assemblyman Louis J. 
Papan, D-Daly City. 
—Majority 
Democrats 
in 
both 
committees moved to take credit for all 
the election-year “ reform" proposals, 
rejecting a string of Republican bills. 


Among those killed was a repeal bill 
(AB5) by GOP Assemblyman Robert 
McLennan of Downey, who began the 
campaign against the early retirement 
bonuses. 
The legislature was meeting in a 
special session ordered by Reagan to 
repeal the early retirement bonuses. 


Assembly 
Democrats 
vividly 
displayed their anger with the governor 
in pushing for the $15,000 a year cut from 
the pension, variously put at $32,000 to 
$36,230 annually, the 63-year-old Reagan 
will receive when he steps down in 
January. 
Provisions in the Wilson bill wipe out a 
20-year 
retroactive 
cost-of-living 
increase figured in the pension, plus the 
guarantee of future increases based on 
the salary of succeeding governors. 
Wilson called it the "real ripoff" in the 
retirement system 


Also immediately affected would be 
retiring state Treasurer Ivy Baker 
Priest, whose pension would be cut 
$10,000 a year. 
Simon tells bankers: 
no curb on exports 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon told world 
bankers and finance ministers today the 
United States will not tighten its purse 
strings or curb exports of precious grain 
and other items to fight inflation at 
home. 
"I do not believe the world is in 
imminent 
danger 
of 
a 
drift 
into 
cumulative recession— though we must 
be alert to act quickly should the 
situation change unexpectedly," Simon 
told a meeting of governors of the 
International Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank 
He pledged the United States would 
maintain open markets and "foreign 
borrowers will have free access to any 
funds which come here. The U.S. 
government offers no special subsidies 
or inducements to attract capital here; 
neither do we place obstacles to 
outflow." 
Simon said the United States believes 


in an open market for commodities 
although many Americans want the 
country to keep some items—“ from 
wheat to coal"—at home. 
President Ford addressed the meeting 
on Monday and attacked inflation in 
general terms, promising that Simon 
would get into more detail on U.S. policy 
today. 


Ford 
again 
urged 
international 
cooperation in trade, monetary policy 
and other economic means. 
Simon said the administration is 
trying to get Congress to take concrete 
steps by the end of this year to keep up 
the United States’ momentum toward 
freer world trade, cutting restrictions 
on exports and open capital. 
"Some 
are 
concerned 
that 
a 
determined 
international 
attack on 
inflation 
by 
fiscal 
and 
monetary 
restraint might push the world into deep 
recession, even depression," he said. 


Nixon: 
too sick 
to travel 


LONG 
BEACH, 
Calif. 
(UPI) - 
Richard Nixon’s doctor says the former 
president will be too sick to travel for at 
least a month, and perhaps three 
months, raising the possibility he may 
not testify at the Watergate cover-up 
trial. 
Nixon should wait at least three weeks 
before even giving a deposition or 
answering questions for use at the trial, 
Dr. John C. Lungren said Monday. 
"If he wants to do it, I can’t stop 
him," Lungren added. 
"That’s his 
decision, not mine.” 
Nixon entered Long Beach Memorial 
Hospital eight days ago for treatment of 
phlebitis, a serious vein and circulatory 
disorder. 
UPI photographer Robert Flora was 
admitted to Nixon’s hospital floor 
Monday for a series of exclusive 
pictures of the former president. 
He said Nixon appeared “ very tired” 
as he was pushed in a wheelchair down a 
corridor for more tests. 
Lungren told reporters Nixon showed 
“ marked physical exhaustion," partly 
because of the strain of the presidency, 
but that his treatment was proceeding 
satisfactorily and 
Nixon might be 
released later this week. 
He should then "follow a normal 
course of restricted convalescence,” the 
physician said. 
Asked how long that would be, he said: 
“ I can’t tell you. It’s certainly going to 
be, in my estimation, at least a month, 
maybe longer —maybe three months. In 
all honesty, I don’t know." 
During his convalescence, he said, 
Nixon should “ avoid protracted periods 
of sitting, of standing, of riding in a car, 
airplane, bus, you have it.” 
The trial of five of Nixon’s former 
highest ranking aides on Watergate 
cover-up 
charges 
begins today 
in 
Washington, D.C., before U.S. District 
Court Judge John Sirica. 
Nixon has been subpoenaed by both 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski and 
defendant John Ehrlichman. 
Had Nixon appeared on the witness 
stand, he would have had to undergo 
cross-examination 
under 
oath 
by 
lawyers for both sides about his role in 
and knowledge of the cover-up. 
President Ford’s pardon would not 
protect him from perjury charges, 
because the pardon covered only Nixon’s 
actions as president. 


Campaign reform 
bill compromise 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Senate and 
House 
negotiators 
today 
reached 
agreement on all key issues in a 
sweeping campaign reform bill. 
Sen. Howard W. Cannon, D-Nev., said, 
“ We’ve settled all the gut issues" and 
predicted 
routine 
approval of the 
package Thursday. 
The stalemate was broken when the 
Senate conferees dropped their demand 
for public financing of congressional 
elections 
in 
return 
for a strong, 
independent commission to supervise 
the Watergate-spawned reforms. 
The bill would provide for taxpayer 
subsidies 
of 
presidential 
elections, 
primaries and the national conventions; 
put limits on campaign contributions, 
and ceilings on candidate spending. 
Cannon said he believed President 
Ford would sign the bill and added: "It 
now has a lot more pluses than 
minuses." 
Cannon added he hoped that the bill 
could be sent to the White House before 
the election-period recess which begins 
at the end of next week. 
Senate-House conferees agreed on a 
full-time, independent commission that 
would have civil, although not criminal 
enforcement powers. 
It would consist of two persons named 
by the President, two by the Senate, and 
two by the House. All are subject to 
confirmation by both the Senate and

Board to continue 
annexation 'support'

Although the consensus on 
the Board of Supervisors is that 
the proposal to annex Goleta 
Valley to the city of Santa 
Barbara has little, 
if any, 
chance 
of 
gettin g 
voter 
approval, the board refused 
Monday to support a request to 
withdraw as proponents of the 
annexation plan. 
Carmen Lodise, representing 
Isla Vista Community Council, 
made an unsuccessful plea to 
have the county take the props 
out 
of 
its support of 
the 
proposal that may now go to 
vote next March in the two 
areas. 
Acting-board 
c h a i r ma n 
Frank J. Frost suggested a 
motion be made to have county 
support withdrawn. 
But 
as 
chairman in the absence of 
Su p e rv is o r 
C h a r l e s 
F. 
C atterlin, 
he 
could 
not 
entertain a motion. 
Supervisor Jam es M Slater 
refused to introduce such a 
motion, and it never got to the 
floor. Slater said he agreed 
with Frost that he didn’t think 
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the annexation would succeed. 
Frost 
told 
the 
board 
of 
“overwhelming opposition" to 
the annexation plan in areas he 
has sampled 
“ Perhaps the best thing to do 
is let it run its course,” said 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell. “ I 
don’t know who will vote for it 
— maybe the best thing is to let 
it come to a vote.” He added 
that there was every likelihood 
the idea “ would go down the 
tube.” 
Lodise’s arguments revolved 
around the process by which 
the annexation plan has gotten 
to the point of hearings before 
Local 
Agency 
F orm ation 
Commission 
and 
possible 
spring vote, without any visible 
support from a large number of 
voters. 


He 
pointed 
out 
t ha t 
ordinarily petitions with 25 per 
cent of names of registered 
voters was required to initiate 
such a move. But he said under 
the 
Reorganization 
Act 
by 
which the board agreed to 
move, this number was cut to a 
five per cent requirement. 


Even the five per cent figure 
was eliminated by the board in 
agreeing to have the county 
g o v e r n m e n t 
b e c o m e 
proponents, he said 
County 
withdrawal 
would 
require 
petitions 
with 
2,000 voters’ 
names in favor, which would 
give some inkling of wide 
support, he thought, that is not 
visible now. 


“ What would happen if the 
county did withdraw?” asked 
Supervisor Tunnell. 


Administr ative 
Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson thought 
the proposal might be “dead" 
if that happened, and would 
“ start over.” But he added that 
he felt getting names of five 
per cent of the voters in the 
area 
favoring

“ might not stop the plan.”

Senate okays

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has passed a House- 
approved bill to repeal year- 
round daylight saving time — 
set up for last w inter’s energy

during the 
“dark” 
months, 
November through February. 
President Ford is expected to 
sign the measure, and the 
nation would set its clocks back 
an hour on Oct. 
27, 
1974 
Daylight saving time would 
return Feb. 23,1975. 
Year-round daylight saving 
time resulted in a flood of 
complaints to Congress last 
winter from parents who said 
their children were endangered 
by having to go to school in the 
dark. 
T he 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
committees that studied year- 
round daylight saving time said 
it amounted to energy savings 
of less than 1 per cent from 
January through April.

Unique sea voyager 


Just paddling through... 


By SCOTT OSTLER 
Larry Capune is the world’s greatest paddler He lies on 
his 17-foot-long fiberglass board and paddles prodigious 
distances through the sea. 
Two years ago he paddled along the east coast from 
Boston to Miami, a total of 2.444 miles, in 110 days Right 
now he's in the process of paddling from Brookings, Oregon 
to San Diego. 
Larry spent the 43rd and 44th nights of his voyage sleeping 
on the beach at Surf and then in a home in Lompoc. 
He’s a 32-year-old former Santa Barbara County lifeguard 
who decided 11 years ago that his place in life was on a 
paddle board 
“ The reason for this trip and the others," explained Larry 
Sunday, ‘is to show kids that you can do something 
completely different and still stay basically within the laws 
and values of the country In other words, if you want to go 
out and do something different, you shouldn't take the 
exampleof Evel Kmevel or the SLA. They're both ripping off 
the country, I’d say. You should go out and use your own 
energy in a positive way and see what you can do that's fun, 
without using negatives like drugs and smoking and that 
sort of thing ” 
When he’s not paddling down one coast or another, Larry 
gives lectures about his travels at elementary and high 
schools. 
“ My purpose is kids I ’d like to start a group of kids to do 
trips like this on a smaller scale. I ’d call it the Wet Alliance 
— alliance in that they would become empathic with the 
sea, as people become emphatic with the mountains by 
hiking.” 
(Empathy: The imaginative projection of ones own 
consciousness into an object so that the object appears to be 
infused with it. ) 
Larry's paddling is a low-budget operation During his 
long trips he relies on friendly folks to offer lodging 
wherever he happens to paddle in at the end of a day. Rose 
Kennedy (Teddy's mother) put Larry up for a couple nights 
during his long east coast paddle, although Capune 


confessed to her that he was a Republican. 
Larry ran into some trouble at Jalama Beach when he 
paddled to shore there Sunday afternoon, exhausted after 
two days with no water and little food, and nine dollars left 
to complete his trip 
His request for free lodging, relayed to the head ranger, 
was turned down A friendly Lompoc surfer, Jim Clifford, 
offered to drive < !apune back to town and give him a place to 
sleep. 
" I ’ve never run into that kind of mis-hospitality.’ said 
Capune of his reception at Jalama 
George 
Keep. Jalama 
Area Supervisor, yesterday 
explained his position: 
"The man (Capune) did not indicate he wanted to stay in 
my home He wanted to know if he could stay in the park 
free I don't have the authority to do that Had he cleared it 
in advance through the county office, I'm sure we could 
have worked something out 
"He didn't even talk to me. I don’t understand why a 
person would jump on a paddleboard and expect to be 
treated like a king in a park that gets over 100,000 people a 
year He’s certainly welcome to a campsite, but I don’t feel 
obligated on my day off to go down and welcome him aboard 
like he was the King of England " 
Whether it was poor hospitality by Keep, the wrong 
approach by Capune, or just a failure to communicate all 
around, the incident got big play in Santa Barbara on radio 
and in the newspaper. 
Larry paddled away from Jalama yesterday morning 
without incident. 
It's probably not the worst thing that’s ever happened to 
Capune in his travels In ‘65, off the coast of North Carolina, 
a pier owner smashed Larry in the head with a bottle 
because he was scaring off the fish. 
Since leaving Oregon on his current voyage, he's had 
problems with fog and sharks, he’s dinged his board in a 
collision with killer whales, and he’s plowed through 
numbingly cold waters. 
“ It’s been a rough trip," he said

Walton happy 
with NBA, 
vice versa

NEW YORK (UPI > - No matter what 
else he did. Bill Walton always kept one 
eye peeled on that little canvas bag. 
The mustard-colored one with the rip 
in it. 
The words “ Portland Trail Blazers 
were stenciled on the bag and it was 
stuffed so tightly, it bulged like some 
overstuffed sausage at the seams. 
Bill Walton carried the bag in his hand 
when he walked into Madison Square 
Garden for the first time in his life 
Monday morning He held on to the bag 
while riding up on the elevator to the 
press lounge where he would answer 
questions about how it felt being a 
professional now and when it was time 
for lunch, Portland’s $2-million rookie 
laid the bag down near the chair he was 
sitting in, carefully, almost tenderly. 
“ Here, lemme take it from you,” 
offered Jimmie Wergeles of the New 
York Knicks’ front office staff, trying to 
be helpful. “ Is this the one with the 
money in it?” 
“ No, 
no,” said Walton, speaking 
barely above a whisper, which is pretty 
much his normal tone. “ It has my 
uniform in it. That’s more important ” 
Anybody who doesn’t know Bill Walton 
would never believe that. Anybody who 
does know him, would. 
“ He’s a genuine human being," says 
Herman Sarkowsky, president of the 
Trail Blazers. “ Not an ounce of con in 
him That’s refreshing in this business." 
Walton signed a five-year contract 
with Portland calling for a total of $2 
million or $400,000 a year and Sarkowsky 
feels he’s worth every penny. 
Portland finished last in the NBA a 
year ago. Now that they have Walton, 
there are those who feel the Trail 
Blazers will turn the whole thing around 
this season. 
Harry Glickman, Portland’s executive 
vice president and general manager, is a 
man with both feet on the ground. 
Naturally, he’s delighted about the 
addition of Walton and new coach Lennie 
Wilkens, but he’s not letting his heart 
run away with his head. 
“ It all depends what they mean when 
they say he’s going to turn the whole 
thing around for us,” says Glickman. “ If 
they mean we’re going to win the world 
championship, I don’t believe that for a 
minute. Kareem couldn’t do that with 
Milwaukee, could he? We believe we 
have an honest chance to be in the 
playoffs. Right now, that’s our goal.” 
Walton has played in two exhibition 
games with Portland so far and looked 
good. He had 26 points and 28 rebounds 
in last Friday night’s 92-91 win over the 
Los Angeles Lakers and, playing in only 
three -quarters of Saturday night’s 
game with Golden State, he collected 10 
points and 12 rebounds in an 88-78 loss to 
the Warriors. 
He’ll be making his third appearance 
for his new ball club when the Trail 
Blazers meet the New York Knicks here 
tonight. 
For Monday’s news conference, the 
red-haired, 6-foot-ll Walton showed up 
with a silk blue head band across his 
forehead, a plaid lumberman’s shirt, 
light blue cotton slacks and huge brown 
hiking boots. 
He was peppered with questions, 
many wanting to know how he felt about 
playing the game for money now instead 
of for the pure fun of it as before. 
“ I haven’t noticed it yet,” he said, “ so 
I haven’t thought about it.”

The red tides did no apparent 
damage on the central coast, 
but it was a different story in 
Huntington Harbor Among the 
thousands of fish that died 
there were an estimated 6,000 
striped 
bass 
which 
were 
planted off the coast five 
months ago 
While the loss of fish is 
regretable, we now know that 
the waters there — except 
during a red tide 
are suitable 
for striped bass 
The striped bass program 
calls for planting 20.000 one 
year-old 
fish 
in 
selected 
southland waters late this year 
and early next, in an effort to 
enlarge the striped bass fishing 
resource. Also, 100,000 silver 
salmon will be stocked in 
southern 
waters 
as 
an 
experiment. 
Now that it is established 
that the stripers can live in the 
south, we would like to see 
some stocking in local waters 
Some years ago we requested 
that the Department of Fish 
and Game plant small fish in 
Morro Bay, but were told in no 
uncertain terms that the bay 
was not suitable for any kind of 
planting — not enough fresh 
water, they said. 
It would now seem that if the 
water in Southern California 
will support 
stripers, Morro 
Bay would at least be worth an 
investigation or trial planting. 
Convincing the DFG of the 
merits of such a plant would be 
an ideal project for local civic 
and sporting groups. 
With the impending rise in 
fishing license fees, it would be 
nice for our area to reap some 
of the benefits of the extra 
income. Ocean fishing locally 
has suffered from greatly — 


increased pressure, loss of 
anchovies, and other factors 
Ocean Fishing 
The salmon are still way 
down 
in 
deep 
water, 
the 
albacore are still about 40 
miles out, but bottom fishing is 
still good, with 
lots of good 
eating fish being brought in 
Seal shooting 
Ocean anglers and party boat

No action 
As we expected, the State 
Fish and Game Commission 
took no action on the more than 
63,000 signatures on a petition 
to prohibit taking of anchovies 
within 12 miles of shore 
A representative of the San 
Diego Marlm Club and an 
official from the Ocean Fishing 
Protective Association made 
powerful speeches on behalf of 
the petition. They were politely 
thanked and assured that their 
comments would be weighed 
next time the Commission 
considers anchovy reduction 
In other words: “ file 13.”

sale was $150,000 
Casting for "Jaws 
is still 
being done Benchley says it 
looks like Sterling Hayden 
will play Quint, the fisher­ 
man, Boy Seheider the police 
chief and Richard Dreyfus 
the ichthyologist 
Benchley w rote three 
d r a f t s of the ‘ ‘ J a w s 
screenplay and it is close to 
the production. But Wallace, 
as is his custom, has had 
nothing to do with the movie 
version ot "The Fan Club," 
except to sell it for another 
whopping sum. Columbia 
bought the rights and it s 
their problem now. 
They did talk to him about 
casting. Wallace says he had 
a long talk with producer 
Lawrence Gordon on the sub­ 
ject. He doesn't want a "semi 
name" feeling that it would 
be hard for the audience to 
accept anyone but a major 
star or a complete unknown 
in the part of the biggest star 
of all.

Anybody who watches 
television or reads new spa 
pers or magazines has to be 
aware that something is 
cockeyed in the world of ad 
vertismg today. 


Why suddenly are adver 
Users mentioning the names 
of their competitors? Why do 
Pinto commercials talk about 
Volkswagen^’ Why does 7 Up 
call itself the Un-Cola'’ 


For years, advertisers 
talked only about their own 
superior virtues. Now you 
find ads for hairsprays, 
shampoos, deodorants and 
many other products going 
out of their way to bad-mouth 
the competition Why the sud­ 
den urge to compare them­ 
selves with the products of 
others? 


The answer lies in a new 
concept called “ positioning 
which has d r a s t i c a l l y 
changed the way the ad game 
is played. 


To understand positioning, 
you must understand that, 
one day the mind is ready, 
willing and even eager to ab 
sorb information. The next 
day it’s not. 


This can be demonstrated 
by asking yourself a question. 
Who was the first person to 
fly solo across the North 
Atlantic? 


Don’t think that's a trick 
question, because it s not As 
most people know, Charles 
Lindbergh was the first Now 
ask yourself who was the sec 
ond person to fly solo across 
the North Atlantic. 


Not so easy to answer, is it*’ 
What was the name of the 
first girl (or boy) you ever 
kissed9 What was the name of 
the second9 


As you can see, the first 
person in a given area that 
makes an impression in your 
mind tends to stay there 
Sometimes forever And the 
second is out of luck. 


So it is in advertising. The 
first product, the first com­ 
pany to occupy the position in 
the prospect s mind is going 
to be awfully hard to dis­ 
lodge: IBM in computers, 
Hertz in rent-a-cars, Coca in 
cola. 


Positioning is really a new 
way of looking at the funct ion 
of advertising. For many 
years, advertising people 
nave thought that advertis­ 
ing was a form of “ com­ 
munications.” Yet in many 
categories the quantity of 
material that gets communi­ 
cated is surprisingly small. 
What do you know about 
Cadillac? How long is it9 
What colors does it come in’’ 
What is the horsepow er of the 
engine? What options are

To the average automobile 
prospect, General Motors has 
succeeded in communicating 
a l m o s t n o t h i n g a bo ut 
Cadillac — except its position 
as the t o p - of -t h e- l in e , 
domestic luxury automobile. 
And once a brand like 
Cadillac is firmly entrenched 
in the mind, the competition 
must relate to its position if it 
hopes to make progress. 
Which is why Lincoln Con­ 
tinental ads use comparison 
tests that say, “The Continen­ 
tals beat the other make of 
luxury car again.” 
And Honeywell calls itself 
the “ other computer com­ 
pany.” 
These companies are suc­ 
cessfully positioning them­ 
selves against the leaders. 
The “ anti-Lindbergh” posi­ 
tion, if you will. 
The classic example of the 
“ anti” position is Avis. For 13 
straight vears, the company 
lost monev. Then they ran an 
ad which said, “ Avis is only 
number two in rent-a-cars, so 
why go with us? We try 
harder.” 
Avis has made money ev­ 
ery year since. But many peo­ 
ple misread the Avis story. 
They assume the company 
was successful because it 
tried harder. 
Not at all. Avis was suc­ 
cessful because it related it­ 
self to the position of Hertz. (If 
trying harder were the secret 
of success, Harold Stassen 
would have been president 
many times over.) 
Most successful positioning 
programs work against 
what s already in the mind. 
But what if what’s already in 
the mind is negative? For ex­ 


ample, most people think that 


Lister me tastes bad. 
So Listerine translates bad 
taste into a benefit by estab­ 
lishing, what else, the bad 
taste position. ‘The taste you 
hate, twice a day.” 
The success of this ap­ 
proach has forced Scope to 
characterize the competition 
as “medicine breath ” And 
the battle rages on. 
The Scope strategy might 
also be called “repositioning 
the competition.” Another ex- 
am ple is Royal D oulton 
china. The ads say, “Royal 
Doulton. The china of Stoke- 
on-Trent, England versus 
Lenox, the china of Pomona, 
New Jersey.” Note how they 
a re r e p o sitio n in g L enox 
china, a product that some 
buyers may have thought was 
imported. 
So as you read your paper, 
just remember that you are 
an eye-witness to innumera­ 
ble positioning battles. And 
what you decide to buy or not 
to buy will decide who will 
win and who will lose.

WASHINGTON - Nelson Rockefeller 
was asked during his interrogation by 
the Senate Rules Committee whether he 
still cherished presidential ambitions 
for 1976 and 1980 This sent a ripple of 
laughter through the caucus room since, 
with the ponderous pace of Congress, it 
may be 1976 correct before he is 
confirmed as vice president 
When 
the 
rules 
committee 
finishes, 
the turn of the House 
Judiciary Committee 
will come 
But the 
more 
extended 
reports that commit­ 
tee is seeking on the 
Rockefeller 
fortune, 
its ramifications and 
its influence are not 
yet in 
This means that Judiciary hearings 
are not likely to begin before the Con­ 
gressional recess set for October 11 and 
since the Congress will not return until 
November 10, confirmation will, if he is 
fortunate, come as a Christmas present 
for the former governor. 
Senator Hugh Scott made the sensible 
suggestion 
that 
Senate 
and

combine their hearings 
An antique 


heritage is the insistence that witnesses 
from cabinet officers on down go 
through the same time killing process as 
they march up to Capitol Hill to tell the 
same story twice 
This was much too sensible for 
members of the Judiciary Committee 
who are aching to have at Rockefeller 
Representatives 
Waldie, 
Conyers. 
Holtzman, Drinan and others are saying 
they mean to go town with nothing like 
the gentility of the Senate committee 
With a Republican of such great 
wealth on the stand, it is an opportunity 
not to be missed Since each of the 38 
committee members has the right to 
interrogate, it is not hard to see why the 
hearing should be so long^lrawn out. 
Rockefeller was a sober, responsive 
witness, occasionally underscoring his 
answers with dry irony The magnitude 
of his personal furtune was considerably 
more than the figure floated by rumor 
before the hearings and considerably 
less than the estimates given by political 
rivals 
Whether his $218 million in direct 
holdings and trust funds exert influence, 
if not control, on important segments of 
the economy or whether this is a myth.

When put together the combined 
fortune of the three brothers. Nelson, 
David 
the 
banker. 
Laurance 
the 
specialist in electronics, aviation and 
travel, 
may 
very 
well 
exert 
a 
considerable influence 
Hut his fortune is a fact of life The 
conspicuous bent 
he has exhibited 
throughout his career is public service, 
from his wartime job as coordinator for 
Latin 
America 
under 
Franklin 
Roosevelt to his fourth election as 
governor of New York With his energy 
and drive, he hardly qualifies for 
membership in the category once known 
as the idle rich 
Men of greather wealth have not 
infrequently been confirmed to high 
office. One recent example was David 
Packard who was shown to have private 
holdings largely in his own company of 
Hewlett-Packard of $400 million 
He 
served as deputy secretary of defense. 
An annual income of $4 7 million 
certainly made it easier for Rockefeller 
to serve in public office And it also 
removed any temptation for the kind of 
bribe taking that brought Spiro Agnew 
down 
The opposition on the Judiciary 
Committee will press hard on the Attica 


prison riot with its toll in dead and 
wounded. Governor Rockefeller failed 
to understand the seriousness of the 
threat and he failed to confront the 
rebellious prisoners This is one of the 
few grave errors on his record 
So much has happened it is hard to 
realize that Gerald Ford was up for 
confirmation as vice president just a 
year ago Of the 35 votes in the House in 
opposition, eight came from those same 
judiciary committee members who are 
after Rockefeller and who can be 
expected 
to 
vote 
against 
his 
confirmation Having said he would not 
hit the campaign trail until after he was 
confirmed, Rockefeller will escape this 
duty. 
Critical Democrats say they wish he 
was out on the hustings where the voters 
could ask him to explain President 
Ford’s pardon of former President 
Nixon He is getting off easy, they add. 
because we won t get around to him 
until after the election. 
The delays means the loss of the 
service of an experienced public man 
Rockefeller can give the President 
valuable help and counsel in the

Overregulation

expected, the forecasts were 
gloomy. As was predicted, 
blame was put everywhere, 
from the Arab oil sheiks to the 


If dialogue among people is important 
then 
the 
Lompoc 
Mental 
Health 
Association is providing a valuable 
forum for the exchange of ideas. Last 
week the association hosted a seminar 
on alternative life styles that included 
two homosexuals, one dweller on a 
commune, one traditionalist, and an

The woman representing NOW told 
the audience that “ women’s lib has 
come to Lompoc ” Then she went to 
some length to dispel the notion that 
NOW was radical. “ We don’t burn 
bras," she said Later she said the group 
or what passed for it locally would want 
to support a woman candidate for the 
Lompoc Hospital Board of Directors.

WASHINGTON - (NEA> - If you 
need an example of how the federal 
government promotes inflation, visit the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
That agency is no worse than most but 
being 
typical 
it 
illustrates 
how 
inefficient 
and 
unwise 
government 
regulation can drive up costs and 
therefore 
prices. 
The 
price 
of 
transportation is especially important 
because it enters into the cost of 
virtually everything we buy from food to 
houses and motor cars. 
Take these unhappy 
examples gleaned, not 
from industry com­ 
plaints, 
but 
from 
government studies: 
ICC opposition to 
m ultiple-ear 
and 
volume rail 
freight 
rates delayed uncon­ 
scionably the intro­ 
duction of efficient 
unit trains. 
ICC attitudes have discouraged the 
wider application of containerization, 
which both government and industry 
believe can cut costs markedly. 
Regulatory procedures inhibit the 
efficiencies which come through the 
joint usage and joint control of common 
trackage by two rail companies. 
ICC 
procedures 
encourage 
discriminatory rates, forcing one class 
of rail service to subsidize another. A 
Department of Transportation survey 
brings out that perishables and freight 
on light-density lines are subsidized by 
other freight. 
Protracted 
hearings 
and 
court 
reviews on mergers may take so long 
the expected benefits are dissipated 
before the merger is permitted 
In 1971, the railroads were required by 
the ICC to maintain service on 21,000 
miles of lightly traveled track for which 
revenues were less than operating costs, 
forcing the rails to charge higher rates 
on profitable routes, thus driving away 
business Again, raising costs. 
Innovations which improve service or 
reduce costs almost inevitably require 
changes 
in 
rates 
to realize 
their 
potential, says one government study. 
By slowing and discouraging such price 
changes the ICC inhibits the very 
process of innovation 
ICC 
attitudes 
discourage 
such 
efficiencies as could be achieved by 
closer 
cooperation 
between 
the 
railroads, 
truck 
lines 
and 
barge 
operations. 
The ICC makes it virtually impossible 
for rail lines to make those expeditious 
shifts in rates often required to meet 
competition. 
The regulation of trucking operations 
has been even more ridiculous 
The fixing of routes is so arbitrary 
that trucking firms may be required to 
make a 50 mile detour north to pick up a 
load 100 miles south 
There are limitations on the type of 
goods carried. 
Trucks frequently have been required 
to return empty even when suitable 
cargoes 
were 
available 
— 
but 
proscribed for one unimportant reason 
or another. 
Worse yet, 
some of 
the 
newer 
agencies make the ICC look generous by 
comparison 
Now there are numbers of * inflation 
busting’’ programs which are politically 
appealing but highly impractical These 
too often monopolize the attention of

ways to spur the economy, reduce

Despite the various efforts which have 
been made to overcome the critical 
shortage of physicians, California is still 
a long way from meeting its needs, 
especially 
in the field of general 
practitioners meeting the family care 
needs. 
Perhaps one of the reasons for this is 
that today’s doctor must not only be far 
better trained than his grandfather but 
he must also have a much broader 
knowledge outside of medical science. 
This is particularly true in reference to 
his understanding of law. 
Part of this necessity to know the laws 
governing medical practice has resulted 
from the proliferation of malpractice 
suits, once almost unheard of. But aside 
from 
the hazards stemming from 
liability suits, the modern physician 
must know a great deal about law by 
reason of the many governmental 
programs which have been established 
to provide health care and public health 
protection. Then, too, there have been 
other governmental actions, legislative, 
administrative and judicial, which have 
substantially affected the practice of 
medicine 
These 
developments 
in 
medical 
practice have also affected the legal 
profession and lawyers who become 
involved in cases dealing with health 
care have discovered they must not only 
know the laws but must have a good 
basic 
understanding 
of 
medical 
standards. 
Of special interest to both lawyers and 
doctors, as well as of general interest to 
others, is the latest Law Review of the 
University of California at Davis. 
Taking 
note 
of 
the 
growing 
interrelationship 
between 
the 
two 
professions, its editors have devoted the 
entire volume to Problems in Law and 
Medicine 
The 
journal, 
published 
annually, 
follows a tradition innovated at the 
Davis law school of limiting its articles 
to a single subject while most other law 
reviews discuss diverse fields. 
In the current issue it contains 26 
articles ranging from abortions and 
drug addiction to the use of computer 
profiles and lie detectors. 
‘‘The 
result," 
says 
Professor 
Mortimer D. Schwartz, law librarian at 
Davis, “ is not only a surprisingly wide 
range of topics of appeal to a broad 
spectrum of readers, but a stimulating 
analysis of some of the most timely 
topics in the field today." 
“ It is increasingly apparent that the 
delivery of health care is becoming an 
organized enterprise Both health care 
professionals and their patients have 
begun to perceive that each should fare 
better as physicians and other medical 


get together In such meetings items like 
regulations which pad costs, the obtuse 
attitudes of men in regulatory agencies 
and laws which discourage competition 
are high on the list of effective attacks 
on our economic problems. 
But there is little follow through 


practitioners band together in order to 
reap the benefits and efficiencies of 
shared costs, equipment and facilities." 
Schwartz noted that while those in the 
healing arts have joined in planning 
comprehensive health care facilities, 
coupling acute with rehabilitation, and 
long term nursing care, clinics, mental 
health 
care, 
training, 
dental 
and 
pharmacy 
they 
have 
overlooked 
including 
legal 
and 
other helping 
professions. 
“ Legal problems ot Medicine is a 
subject which cannot exist in isolation," 
he declares. 
And Tracy S. Rich, the reviews editor 
in 
chief, 
points 
out 
that today’s 
“ attorneys dealing with every field of 
law are likely to encounter problems 
that require knowledge of or access to 
medical expertise."
